great Body of the Rebels, that would have prevented 
his Pafflag: into that Country. This Ambaffador 
added, that the Great Mogul had Jene a Solemn 
Embatly to Kouli Kan, to recognize him as Sophi 
of Perfia, and that the latter has alfo dilpatched an 
Ambaflador ro Conftantinople. 

The ‘ait Advices from General Lafcy’s Army fay, 
that he. was encamped on the Banks of the River 
Moloizni-Wodi, which falls into that called the 
Muddy Sea, where he is advanrageoufly pofted to 
keep the Tartars in Awe, and hinder their Incur- 
fions.
